Cotler, Echenberg Victorious; 
Close Decision Against Britons

McGIII debaters Gordon Echenberg and Irwin Cotler last night successfully upheld the 
affirmative on the resolution "that membership in a trade union as a condition of employment 
should be illegal."

Cotler and Echenberg were de- 
bating against a British team eon> 
sisting of David Prior-Palmer from 
Oxord University and Alan An- 
drews of Leeds University. The 
debate was moderated by Profes- 
sor Harold D. Woods, Director , of 
the Industrial Relations Centrie. 

Echenberg, leading off for the 
affirmative, interpreted the reso- 
lution as proposing that two types 
of contract be made illegal: The 
closcd-sbop contract, which re- 
quires membership in a trade 
union before employment and so 
long as employment is held, and 
the union-shop contract, which re- 
quires membership witliin a rea- 
sonable time after employment. 

Echenberg went on to state that 
.a closed or .'union shop contract 
violates freedom of association.

which implies the right not- to 
associate. He also stated that a 

union member may have his rights 
abrogated by his membership be- 
ing withdrawn from him, and thus 
deprived of a means of livelihood. 

Right To Work 
Echenberg went on to cite the 

right to work, claiming that cer- 
tain discriminatory clauses in the 
constitutions of some trade unions 
prevented members of certain eth- 
nic or religious groups from Join- 
ing the union and hence from 
earning a living. He also claimed 
that the right to property was 
violated when a trade union used 
some of its funds for political 
purposes which some of its mem- 
bers may not support. 

In leading off for the negative 
Andrews took a different approach. 
He claimed that previous speaker 
lacked "historical perspective of 
the development of trade unions," 
and that he had cited only mar- 
ginal cases. 

"When the people of the nine- 
teenth century were fighting for 
the right to combine," Andrews 
said, "they knew that this right 
was only as effective as their solid- 
arity against exploitation." 

Rand Formula 
Cotler advocated for adoption of 
the Rand formula : that workers 
should be obliged to pay at Icas^t 
bargaining dues, that is, the cosd 
of the collective bargaining proce- 



dure, but should not be forced to 
belong to the trade union. . 

Cotler then cited freedom of 
contract, stating that "if because 
of some personal obligation a man 
does not Join a union and so does 
not gain a Job, this is more than 
a marginal case." He stressed, 
however, that the affirmative was 
by no means opposed to labour 
jinlons in general. 

Palmer for the negative accused 
the affirmative .of being Utopian, 
of being "intellectuals telling the 
working people that they don't 
understand what to do." The work- 
ing people still do not feel safe 
with management, he said.

Beats Only Poets To Care

Louis Dudek, Professor of English at McGill, speolting to members of the CUCND yesterday, 
on Jhe, topic of "The Atomic Crisis in Poetry" said, "The world could v/ell blow up, but contemporary 
poeis do'not care." 



Dudcic continued that tliis fact, 
demonstrated by the conservative 
twentieth century poets, wjio con- 
stitute the majority at present 
shows tlic tendency for tlie poet 
to deal with the permanent and 
static. In the description of land- 
scape there is no motion, no dy 
namics. 

The poet is trying to get away 
from realism. His poetry has no 
relevance to life, as it does not 
reflect tho critical aspects of the

present situation. Thus, Dudck 
asserts tliat it receives little re 
sponse from tho reader. • 

Older Poets 

Professor Dudek went on to 
point out that the older poets, 
such as' Ezra Found, and T.S. Eliot, 
although they were alive to cxperi 
ence snd responded to their era, 
could not, now, be' involved in the 
criticar issue of nuclear warfare. 
Their crisis, he added, was over 
with armament workers. 

He declared that perhaps the 
only exceptions In this older gen- 
eration of poets were Robert Frost 
and Carl Sandburg. To demon- 
strate this fact he gave these ex- 
amples. The poem which Frost 
recited at Kennedy's inauguration 
reflects the present situation. 
Sandburg writes that wc should 
be calm, and keep our wits col- 
lected in the face of the mush- 
room cloud. However, Dudek 
stated that both these poets have 
a passive attitude, since they can 
not feel the issues of the day so 
intensely. 

Professor Dudek further (explain- 
ed that the only poets today who 
do reflect the atomic crisis are the 
members of the "Beat Generation". 
"Although they do not like their 
name, they have spoken." He 
pointed out that they must feci 
for they are the "children of the 
atomic era". It is their lives which 
are at stake. 

Beat Poet 
The Beat Poet came about be- 

cau.'îe of the need to Rive vent to 



the dissatisfaction which arose 
from McCarthyisih and major di- 
lemmas of our day. Dudek lifldcd 
that consequently, these poets 
were responsive to the present 
crisis, for they were involved, as 
human beings, in what was going 
on. He mentioned, "They can write 
feelingly and with conviction on 
relevant topics." The fact that the 
attitudes these poets take, the 
ideas they present, are unimpor- 
tant was clearly brought out Du- 
dek emphasized, "What counts Is 
that their poetry is alive." 

Professor Dudek staled that the 
coming of the Beat Generation was 
tho turning point in the develop- 
ment of contemporary poetry. The 
scliolars reacted to their "let's 
figiit" attitude by advocating that 
their poetry was not worth read- 
ing.

A Vote For Democracy 

The outcome of today's Provincial election yf'xW 
decide many vital issues — the intermediate nationali- 
zation of Quebec's power companies, or a referendum 
on this Issue in the near future; a government which 
professes to tolerate no patronage or one which re- 
gognizes only "le bon patronage". On a less spectacular 
level, it will decide the character and tone of the men 
who will determine the day-to-day issues as they arise. 

For the voters of Montreal and its suburbs, how- 
ever, a fundamental issue is at stoke. This area of over 
2,000,000 people pays nearly 70% of the taxes which 
are needed to run our government. However, in a 
Legislative Assembly of 95 seats, this near majority 
of Quebec's populatioii is represented by only 15 men. 
When one man in a rural riding has the voting power of 
five or even ten of his. urban counter parts. Democracy 
is pushed into the background and oligarchy emerges. 

For 16 years, the- Union Nationale jjovernment 
refused to take any action because they counted on 
the rural constituencies, to provide their overwheliriing 
majority in the Assembly. They are once again relying 
upon tliese ridings to return them to pdwer. We may 
lie confident that if the Union Nationale party, under 
Daniel Johnson, is returned to power nothiiig will 
.l>e done to redistribute the seats in the Assembly. 

In 1960 the Liberals, under Jean Lesage, won a 
narrow victory in Quebec and one of their promises 
was to carry .ogt this' sorely needed redistribution. 
That they did not do so can be fairly attributed to the 
fact that they were only in power for 29 months. How- 
ever, the Premier has promised to attend to this matter 
if he is re-elected and, given the traditional sources of 
Liberal strenth, we hove every reason to believe that 
he will do so. 

At present, the voters of Montreal lock the voice 
that they should unquestionably hove in Quebec. This 
is a province with great potential to grow and prosper 
and the people of Greater Montreal deiserve an equi- 
table voice in the determination of its future. Today 
these people ore in q unique position. They can vote 
for the party which has prornised to give them their 
due, and has every reason to do so; or they can support 
a party which will not because politically it has no 
reason to do so. They can vote ^or greater Democracy, 
or for the supremacy of a minority over the vast ma- 
jority. Their decision will be of vital importance. Their 
decision should be obvious. 



As I stood outside the gates 
of St. John's college, in the rain 
and wind of a dismal autumn 
evening, I had a sickening feel- 
ing that I was scelcing admit- 
tance to Dartmoor Prison. The 
solid, towering walls of grey 
stone, the Iron bars, and massive 
oalc gates could be the bound- 
aries only of a penal colony, not' 
of ah enlightened academic life. 
When the college porter, a ven- 
erable ancient, showed me to 
my room, and "hoped that I 
would be comfortable", I could 
barely control the shudder. The 
chamber was so cold and damp, 
I felt it couldn't have known 
fresh air since it was first seal- 
ed off, at the top of a preci- 
pitous staircase, in the late ISth 
. century. It was a strange feeling 
to be living in a room which 
had been used by some penuri- 
ous searcher after truth, before 
Columbus began his memorable 
jaunt to North America. 

Not every thliig. at Oxford is 
old, but most of its traditions 
are, and some of them are worth 
recounting, as interesting com- 
ments on life at the University. 

Sconce 

Those who enjoy a drink with 
dinner would perhaps approve 
. of .tlie -.time-honoured practice of 
the "sconce." There are a num- 
ber of subjects, women and 
studies among them, which are 
forbidden at the dinner table. 
Anyone who breaks a taboo will 
be "sconced" by one of his con- 
freres, who writes out a petition 
In Latin, which is then taken by 
the head steward to the Presi- 
dent of the College, who sits, 
surrounded by the other pro- 
fessors, on a dais at the end 
of the hall, dressed in evening 
clothes, eating gourmet dishes 
and drinking vintage wines. 
From this lofty state the Presi- 
dent will signify assent, and 
the "sconce" will be brought in 
a colossal stiver, tankard holding 
some three quarts of beer. No 
victim would be so cowardly as 
to refuse to attempt the "sconce", 
which involves draining the tank- 




ard without stopping, and with- 
out support from walls, tables, 
or friends. If the ordeal is suc- 
cessfully passed, a resounding 
"well done" will greet the reel- 
ing champion. If not, he must 
finance, not only his own 
"sconce", but also another which 
will be passed around the table, 
to the delight of those dining 
there.

In the breach, is that all under- 
graduates will be In their 'col- 
lege by midnight. Fortunately,

rounded by walls, there is al- 
ways some means of climbing 
in. One college, distressed at 
the number of students who 
were breaking legs or spraining 
ankles in the twelve foot drop, 
went so far as to authorize a 
ladder to be put up to assist 
the lawbreakers. University rules 
arc enforced by the "proctors 
and' beagles", the latter always 
being large beefy Yorkshlremcn; 
of Immense dignity. Whatever 
the broken rule may be, their 
greeting , is always the same. 
"Your name and college, sir — 
the Junior Proctor will be glad 
to see you In the morning." You 
appear' In cap and gown before 
the Junior Proctor next morning, 
a simple ritual . Is performed, 
<and you leave two to ten dollars 
poorer. 

By some ancient decree, the 
front steps of Queen's College 
were made an asylum from the 
proctors, until midnight. One 
young buck, after a night of pub 
crawling was accosted by the 
proctors, made for Queen's, 
which he reached In safety. Hie 
proctors settled down at the 



base of the steps, for a two-hour 
wait until midnight. One can 
Imagine their chagrin when, at 
five minutes to twelve, the stu- 
dent arose with studied non- 
chalance, bid them a pleasant 
goodnight, and disappeared into 
the darkness of Queen's, his 
college. * 

Collections 

For overseas students, there 
are no exams until the end of 
their two years. However, at the 
end of each term, there arc 
"collections", a formal ceremony, 
ostensibly to review the student's 
progress, but for most a means 
of raising fines from those stu- 
dents who fail to appear. The 
professors arc seated with for- 
i)lddlng expressions at the end 
of the hall, and in turn each 
student goes forward. The judg- 
ment usually consists of a mutual 
wishing of a happy vacation, but 
for one undergraduate of my 
acquaintance, the greeting was 
unusual. His tutor, whom he 
hardly , knew, having spent most* 
of the term on the rugger field, 
opened and dosed the conversa- 
tion with, " , you roust 

be either the ladcst or the stu- 
pidest man ever to come up to 
St. John's." 

Many of the oldest traditions 
arc being forced to give way 
in the name of progress: some 
like- the requirement of Latin 
and Greek for entrance had their 
demise cheered. Those that re- 
main, though not the essence of 
a distinguished university, are 
ne\^ertheless part of the mystique 
which surrounds an Oxford edu- 
cation.

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STOOPING 10 CONQUER 
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' The New York Times Book 
Review, dilieently disseminated 
every Sunday to the cognoscenti 
of six continents (even pene- 
trating such far-flung reaches of 
the grim Canadian outbade as 
Toronto and Ottawa) is as firm- 
ly entrenched in the world of 
letters as William Shakespeare. 
Eminently respectable though it 
be, it is not .quite above using 
a gimmick or two to sustain its 
popularity — or, possibly, to de- 
creaseUtti readability, which for 
a publication' of Its sort, enig- 
matically amounts. to the|Bi^ 
thing. In any case, the 'curious ' 
browser is lilcely to have his 
attention engrossed by the fea- 
ture on the front cover, a long 
and inconclusive expatriation of 
the theme, "Is X becoming more 
admired than read?", X being 
the author of the weelc. Nothing 
approaching a fruitful answer is 

. ever forthcoming, although since 
X may very well equal Oliver 
Goldsmith, nobody cares much 
anyway. 

Well, If the New York Time$ 
must stoop to conquer, the 
MeGill Dailv isn't averse to 
using the same trlclc. So, friend, 
this weelc X = Edgar Allan Poe. 

To dear aside the trivia In 
one fell swoop, nowadays Poe 
goes totally unread and very 
little admired. Which is a pity. 

The pity being not so much 
that his volumes are collecting 
dust faster than the Montreal 
street cleaning corps (for who 
are we to criticize thanltiess pos- 
terity?) but rather that the mod- 
icum of half-hearted admiration 
dutifully shunted his way is in- 
evitably expressed as admiration 
of his poetry. If Poe were more 
read and less admired, any numb- 
skull would realize that Uie only 
other American poet of similar 
stature is Edgar Guest 

Poe WAS: a dllletantlth and 
somewhat effata eisayiit on sub- 
]«cts literary and otherwise, a 
writtr'of tome fair adventures 
and myitarlei, tome superb talas 
of ttrror, and, with the possible 
exception of SamutI CItmini, 
fhe greatest American humorist 
of his century. 

An extremely large proportion 
of Poe's prose output Is of a 
frankly humorous .nature,- and if 
there is one truism In literature, 
It; Is that a man' whcwrites 
humor wants to go down in his- 
tory as a humorist. This isn't a 
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by MARW ORlNSTilH 

tautology : no matter how great 
or significant his other work, 
the writer with the humorous 
bent will sheepishly admit under 
gentle prodding that his first 
love Is, and always has been, 
the girlish giggle, the Gargan- 
tuan guffaw, the sardonic smirk. 
If forced to choose, he would 
unhesitatingly see everything 
else vanish without a trace so 
long as his humorous output 
survived unscathed. Humor is a 
dedication, a constraint, a way 
of life, and the man committed 
to it will tend to view anything 
he might produce outside his 
chosen genre as an exercise, 
which, for all the mechanical 
skill he brings to it, has no 
mandate from his soul. 

And so, after reading and re- 
reading such gems as "The Sys- 
tem of Doctor Tarr and Profes- 
sor Fether," "The Literary life 
of Thingum Bob, Esq.," . "Never 
Bet the Devil your Head," and 
"How to Write a Blackwood Ar- 
ticle," I have rather been 
forced to the conclusion that, 
before all things else, Foe con- 
sidered himself a humorist 

The uncompromising, almost 
heavy-handed bluntness and lack 
of nuance which made him such 
an atrocious poet were the very 
qualities w h I c h ensured his 
greatness as a writer of extrava- 
gantly Gothic tales of terror; He 
was driven to give his horror 
palpable form, to transmute 
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even immaterial psjxhological 
states into objects readily and 
starlcly appreciable — cf. "The 
Black Cat," "The Masque of the 
Red Death." And again, it was 
this direct, bitter bluntness 
which constitutes the soul of his 
humor. For, after all, who was 
more direct, more blunt, more 
preoccupied with the readily 
appreciated than the greatest of 
all humorists, the incomparable 
Rabelais ? 

Not to Imply tliai Poe is like 
Rabelais ; far from it But 
neither does he become enmesh- 
ed in the almost metaphysically 
subtle parody of, for example, 
Thurber or Cervantes, which 
though providing the intellect 
with a good deal of exercise. Is 
emotionally sterile. Poe never 
roses sight of the germinal spark 
of humor, which Is a vigorous 
frontal attack on man and men, ; 
and their individual and eoUee- : 
Uve lunacies. For humor — good 
humor — need not be funny, 
nor eveii . necessarily compre- 
hensible. But It^mutt^ be^dark, 
coldi'and flere^

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China vs India 



In the early hours of October 
20 a new and sinister develop- 
ment took placo in the Indo- 
llbctian border in the form of 
Communist Chinese invasion of 
India's North-Eastern frontier 
area. Ilitlierto Chinese had ac- 
cepted tlie traditional boundary 
as demarcated by MacMahon in 
the early part of this century. 

The Chinese border agree- 
ments with Nepal and Burma 
follow the same MacMahon Une 
and again the Chinese premier 
in a statement to the press 
during' bis , 1960 Delhi visit re- 
affirmed this historic boundary 
in the eastern sector. Never- 
theless, after 10 days of bitter 
fighting communists occupied 
3,000 and 2,000 sq. miles of 
Indian territory in the Eastern 
and Western sectors respec- 
tively. 

This unprovoked aggression 
lias produced in India. reactions 
of far reaching consequences. 
The usual enduring patience 
and calmness of Indian people 
have been rudely shocked by 
this flagrant violation of their 
motherland. 
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The initial surprise is now 
replaced by a tremendous sur» 
ge of energy and enthusiasm. 
Every Indian has rallied solidly 
behind the Government to fight 
the ruthless invader. Hundreds 
of thousands of people are 
flocking the army recruiting 
offices every day for voluntary 
enlistment 

Savings of all types including 
the prized jewels of women 
are being handed over to the 
Government treasuries for fi- 
nancing the purchase of arms. 
Even the authorities of the his- 
toric Jewish , synagogue at Co- 
chin have , opened up their 
vaults and handed over valu- 
able treasures of great anti- 
quity. 

Overnight the people of India 
have become uncompromising 
anti-communists. An enraged 
public has destroyed the head- 
quarters of Communist Party of 
India. Since then many of their 
party branches had been dis- 
banded, notably so the Bombay 
provincial branch. The Commu- 
nist party now stands disowned 
and discredited by the entire 
masses of India. 

Anti-Chinese feelings arc also 
high ; a barometric measure of 
this can bo seen by the replace- 
ment of Chinese air-hostesses 
in all B.O.A.C. flighU that 
touch India. A war mentality is 
growing, rather unfortunate but 
inevitable sequelae under the 
circumstances. 

Tremendous Changes. At the 

Qovernment level tremendous 
changes are also taking place. 
The entire nation is on an emer- 
gency basis and war time acts 
have been invoked. Civil de- 
fense measures are being execu- 
ted all over the nation. For the 
first time since her indepen- 
dence, India has requested for 
military equipments from the 
Western nations, especially from 
U.K., U.S.A., Canada and 
France. 

The generosity and speed 
with which this is being sent 
by the western nations has gen- 
, erated heartfelt gratefulness in 
the heart of every Indian. For 
generations to come the mem- 
ory of this magnanimity of 
western nations will over- 
shadow any points of irritations 
of the past or future. After all, 
"a friend in need is a friend 
indeed." 

The extent and magnitude of 
the repercussions on the plan- 
ned economic development of 
India is hard to foresee at this 
stage. With theVwUIhigness of 
people . for greater sacrifices 
and austerity the hard, core of 
the third five-year-plan may be 
adileved, more so the industries 
pertabiing to the defense re- 
quirements. However, it Is in- 
conceivable that the steady and 
substantial progress India was 
achieving' in the. past IS years 
) can be maintained without' 



massive external economic as- 
sistance. 

Primary Motives. Probably 
the primary 'motive of Red 
China is to put an end to India's 
economic development. In the 
eyes of Asia the economic fail- 
ures of the lost few years in 
China under her tyrannical to- 
talitnrian regime has stood in 
glaring contrast with the sig- 
nificant, though not spectacu- 
lar, economic progress of India 
under a democratic regime 
based on universal adult fran- 
chise. 

Furthermore, the Marxist ex- 
pansionist doctrines inoculated 
into the fertile media of his- 
toric Chinese glamour for the 
domination of Asia might have 
prompted this adventure. At 
present a war is a necessity for 
the Chinese rulers because they 
have to divert the minds of 
their people from the sad state 
of internal affairs. 

Why has India initially failed 
to stop this aggression? Her 
policy of nonalignmcnt is often 
blamed. But the -sad and sordid 
economic reality is overlooked. 
Since 1958. that Is when the 
evil intentions of China become 
evident, India was spending 
about 3,000 million rupees for 
defense per year. 

This sum is roughly equal to 
the amount spent per year for 
the first five-year plan, 1950 to 
1056. It was between IDSO and 
1057 China had built most of 
the road in the border: area. 
Again, at the time BriUih left 
India there wore only a dozen 
check posts along her 2.500 mile 
Northcmi.vboundary. Ihis too 
was attainable only on foot or 
muleback;' and manned in sum- 
mer season. From this by 1958 
India was able to increase the 
check posts to 100 in number 
and built few motorablc roads 
but this was grossly inadequate. 

Why then has India not join- 
ed any military pacts sponsored 
by the West? In the mainland of 
Asia all nations that embraced 
those pacts have 'ended in dic- 
tatorship. Only , three countries 
remain free and democratic to- 
day and they are not in mili- 
tary pacts.- When military de- 
velopment precedes,^ an. econom- 
ic development it is only a natu- 
ral corollary that.iniUtary dic- 
tatorship will prevail; ' 

India's leaders tried to ward 
off a war with diplomacy and 
divert the much needed funds 
for raisbig the standard of liv- 
ing. A ^reversal of this policy 
had been foried upon India and 
a great deal of political realign- 
ment will take place in Asia. 

The largest democratic coun- 
try, though young, has become 
closer than ever with the older 
and stabler democracies of the 
West. This may augur well for 
the future. And on the snowy 
mountains of the Himalayas 
will founder the hopes of com- 
munist domination of Asia. 
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picked up one course toward ^ 
my first year from Queen's (I ^ 
was moving West). Things be- 
gan to look up when two cour- 
ses from Teachers College 
counted to my second year. 

Two more in another round 
at summer school made this 
four.

Consequently I am in the pre- 
carious situation of hanging 
somewhere in between first, 
second, and third years. One 
year at university and one at 
Teachers College had landed 
me lialf way through a. B.A. 
and in a grade three classroom 
In Montreal. 

Now there's another river to 
cross — the minor difficulty of 
prerequisites. Unfortunately dif- 
ferent places have different re- 
quhements. Why universities 
can't be uniform is beyond me. 
I have. such -a wide range to 
choose from now, I'm having 
trouble deciding where to go 
next. This winter I'm taking 
another course from Queen's, 
in April one from Sir George, 
and next summer two more 
from . . . well I'll sec. 

For tht time being I'll 
limit myitlf to Sir Gtorge, 
McGill, and Quetn's. My 
plans ars to spend my last 
year in jutt one university 
but I don't know whicli 
one I'll go to, or which ont 
will have me. Satkatche. 
wan is a prospect and U.B.C, 
looks Inviting. I'm counting 
on tome sympathetic facul- 
ty members on this half of 
the continent to yield to 
my persuasive personality." 

I have visions of Sue in the 
spring of '65 (she will make it 
come hell or high water, pro* 
bably both) holdbig that treas- 
ured bit of paper which we all 
kill ourselves getting or kid 
ourselves into thinking that we 
do. 

You conservative conformists, 
who clutch the threads of se- 
curity with a death hold, and 
stick out your four (five or six) 
years in one place cannot com- 
prehend the thrill of stepping 
out on such a limb. So don't 
push the focus of your narrow 
imaginations to such an ex- 
tremity. This is a scheme only 
for the adventurous and the 
crazy. Keep safe and sane at 
Old McGill. / 

A University traditionally 
being, a miserly insUtute, wiU 
have to concede slightly In 
Sues' case. The one to which 
she grants the honour of the 
last rites will have to extend 
the length of her B.A. certifi- 
cate to Include; Mount A, U.- 
N3., Queen's, McGill, Sir 
George and all the others which 
are as yet a future prospect. . 

To save that Institution the 
mental agony of handling this 
dilemma I suggest they simply 
mark it off as a "National B.A." 
and let the traditionalists turn 
in their graves.

In a fast, hard-fought basketball game last night at the Currie Gym, the McGill Redmen 
demonstrated some fine ball-handling and crucial shot-making in demolishing the Loyola Warriors 
60-38, but not before the Loyolans had built up a 26-23 lead at the half and the big Red squad was 
forced to come from behind to gain a well-earned victory. 



On the basis of a well-balanced 
attack and very evenly divided 
scoring, the McGiilians were able 
to keep the Loyola contingent from 
concentrating on one man and 
thus, threw a bulwark against the 
Warriors tight man to man de- 
fense. The ball game opened slow- 
ly with the visitors holding a slight 
advantage throughout the first 
half on the basis of some strong 
outside shooting by Neil Lavoie 
and some outstanding defensive 
play by Tommy Pound.
